Smith is the Chairman of the Lompoc Salvation Army Committee 
Four F.C.I. prisoners 
transferred to Mexico

Four Mexican inmates at F.C.I left 
Lompoc by bus this morning, starting 
trips back to their home country made 
possible by a prisoner-transfer treaty 
that takes effect today. 
The prisoners are among seven at 
F.C.I. who initially requested to return 
to Mexico Two have since changed their 
minds. 
One, who was recently 
transferred from the inside prison to the 
minimum security camp, escaped Sun­ 
day His whereabouts are still unknown 
The four prisoners, aged 24 to 27, all 
convicted of drug offenses, will be 
among 38 Mexicans in American prisons 
who will be returned to Mexico, ac­ 
cording to the Justice Department 
(The Record has interviewed the four 
prisoners for an upcoming story.) 
A ceremony at Juarez Airport in Mex­ 
ico City has been scheduled for Dec. 9. 
when the 38 Mexicans and 70 Americans 
will be exchanged During the next eight 


days, another 160 to 180 Americans now 
in Mexican prisons will return to the 
U.S. Attorney General Griffin Bell ann­ 
ounced Wednesday 
Of the returning Americans, F.C.I ex­ 
pects to receive between 25 to 40 
prisoners. Warden Lawrence Grossman 
estimated, while noting the exact 
number is currently unknown 
Some 40 percent of the 230 to 250 
returning American prisoners are 
Californians, according to the Justice 
Department Forty are women 
The prisoner-transfer treaty, signed by 
the U.S. and Mexican governments over 
a vear ago on Nov 25, 1976, means that 
prisoners may complete their sentences 
in their own countries. 
The transferred prisoners will have 
work and good time credits converted 
into the systems of their own countries. 
Fifty of the returning Americans are 
eligible for immediate, mandatory 
release on parole. 
But no convictions or sentences handed 
down in foreign governments can be dis-

Ventura County District Attorney Fred 
Jones said after a closed-door hearing 
Wednesday that Rubin Torres will be 
arraigned Dec 14 in Ventura County 
Superior Court on charges of murder, at­ 
tempted murder, rape and kidnapping 
for the attacks on Paul Yenney, 17, and 
Linda Fiene, 18. both of Oxnard 
The two were attacked Oct. 14 as they 
walked to Miss Fiene’s home through a 
field behind Channel Islands High 
School Their bodies were found by a 
farm worker the next morning 
Yenney was beaten to death wtth a 
piece of concrete. 


Miss Fiene. who was left nude and un­ 
conscious. was hospitalized for several 
weeks after the attack She has been 
recuperating at her parents' home and 
Jones said although the voung woman 
was not sufficiently recovered to testify 
now. she may be well enough to appear 
as a witness during the trial 
Jones said a friend of Torres’, Elva Ar- 
manza. testified that Torres called her 
the morning after the attack and in 
dicated he had participated in the 
beating 
Torres implicated two other youths, 
Johnny Lopez and Tony Matson, but 
complaints against them were dismissed 
for lack of evidence 
During a preliminary hering it was 
decided that sufficient evidence existed 
for all charges except one. robbery 


puted or challenged in the home 
countries. 
Before the prisoners are exchanged, 
they will have to go through “ verifica­ 
tion of consent“ hearings, in which they 
must testify they are returning to home 
countries by choice. They must sign a 
form, essentially waiving their rights to 
appeal their convictions or sentences. 
As the November Harper’s magazine 
states. “ If any or all of a prisoner’s con­ 
stitutional rights have been violated in 
Mexico, an American court still has no 
right, as the treaty stipulates, to 
‘challenge, modify or set aside sentences 
handed down by (Mexican) courts,’ " 
and vice versa. 
The magazine states, “ Further, an 
American prisoner, should he agree to be 
transferred, will be incarcerated in the 
United States without. 
the benefit of 
rights normally guaranteed a person 
prior to his imprisonment for a crime 
committed in this country.” 
Lawsuits, legal challenges against 
“ the treaty and the entire law” im­ 
plementing it are expected soon after the 
prisoner exchange, Jim Meko, handling 
the transfer for the U.S. Bureau of 
Prisons told the Record 
Not all prisoners currently in foreign 
institutions are eligible for transfer, the 
total is not vet known, according to the 
Justice Department. 
The attorney general says there are 
about 600 U S citizens now jailed in Mex­ 
ico. The number of Mexican cit'zens in 
U S prisons could not be immediately 
determined, but there were close to 120 
in F C I Lompoc as of June, the prison 
says 
Those not eligible for transfer are 
prisoners who: 
—Have resided in America or Mexico 
five years or more prior to arrest. 
— Have committed an immigration, 
military or political offense 
-Have less than six months of their 
sentence remaining to be served 
—Have appeals of conviction or 
sentence pending 
— Have com m itted crim es not 
punishable under American or Mexican 
laws 
Also, prisoners must apply for the 
transfer, and both countries must agree 
to it 
According to recent news reports, half 
of the U S prisoners in Mexican prisons 
do not want to return to America 
One reason for this may be that, by 
completing sentences in Mexico, the 
Americans will have no record of their 
conviction in this country 
Also, they may have families in Mex­ 
ico, where prisons allow conjugal visits, 
or may even run profitable businesses in­ 
side Mexican prisons, where inmates, it 
is said have much more power than 
those in America

pledged solid GOP support for President 
Carter’s proposal of a substantial tax cut 
next year 
C a rte r said 
W ednesday 
that 
Democratic leaders in Congress have 
promised rapid action on the cuts, ex­ 
pected to provide reductions of 120 
billion to $22 billion — about two-thirds 
of it to benefit individuals and the rest to 
businesses 
But the president said that long- 
promised major reforms of the tax 
system may have to wait. 
“ I applaud the president’s statement,” 
Baker said in brief remarks as the 
Senate began its business day “ I pledge 
to him and the administration the efforts 
of. I believe all of us, to this happy 
prospect.” 
Republicans have been urging a tax cut 
and Baker said, “ The reality of a tax cut 
is almost certain to bring about social 
and economic gains." 
He said Republicans will work with 
Carter to “ bring about an adequate 
equitable and early tax cut." 


Administration officials predicted 
Carter will divide the cuts with one-third 
to benefit business and the remainder to 
benefit individuals. 
Carter said the expected tax breaks 
would be designed to offset the effects of 
tax increases expected to be approved 
this year, including boosts in Social 
Security taxes and energy taxes to dis­ 
courage consumption. 
“ I would hope that all those changes in 
the law that bring about any tax increase 
will be concluded in 1977. and in 1978 
there will be substantial tax reductions 
and combined with that will be an 
adequate proposal for tax reform,” 


Carter said. 
He said no final decisions can be made 
until he sees the final legislation for the 
Social Security and energy tax in­ 
creases. 
Carter, who promised tax reforms 
throughout his campaign for the White 
House, 
indicated 
the comprehensive 
overhaul may have to wait, probably un­ 
til 1979. 
“ Some of the more controversial items 
on tax reform that have been proposed to 
me that would be very time consuming 


and have very little m onetary 
significance might be delayed until later 
on because I feel that it's necessary to 
expedite the effectiveness of substantial 
tax reduction,” he said 
Senate Majority Leader Robert Byrd 
and House Speaker Thomas O’Neill have 
told the president major tax reform has 
no chance in Congress in 1978, and they 
fear fast action on tax cuts would be 
jeopardized if the House and Senate 
become entangled in complex tax reform 
issues

Election law changes 
bring good, bad news

Changes in this year’s election laws 
bear both good news and bad news for 
Lompoc. 
First the bad news — the city will have 
to hand count six of its nine precincts. 
The good news — it shouldn’t cost any 
more. 
An addition to the California Election 
Code requires cities to manually count 
one percent of votes in municipal elec­ 
tions but not less than six precincts 
With a comparatively small electorate 
here — about 9,500 registered voters — 
City Clerk Wilma Thomas said the city 
will be forced to thumb through six 
precincts 
“ I think it is a step backward,” said 
Thomas, the city’s chief election officer 
"The smaller cities are at a disadvan­ 
tage now Hopefully, the legislature will 
change it in the future.” But for now 
Lompoc is stuck with it. 
The hand count. Thomas explained, is 
to verify the accuracy of electronic 
tabulations 
She said the citv again will rent a 


small computer to count ballots and will 
be able to release a “ semi-official” out­ 
come late election night, March 7 
The city clerk said she is banking on 
four workers being able to compile the 
hand count the following day She es­ 
timated the hand tally would cost $108 
Offsetting the increased expense, 
another addition to the California Elec 
tion Code reduces required staff in each 
precinct from four to three 
With nine less campaign workers, 
Thomas calculated the city would save 
$238 
Minus the $108, the city figures to 
bank $128 from the two election code ad­ 
ditions. 
The General Municipal Election will 
get off the ground Dec 8 when prospec­ 
tive candidates can pick up nomination 
papers at City Hall 
To date there are no local issues on the 
ballot Incumbent City counciImembers 
Elinor Lefkowitz and Gene Stevens have 
announced intentions to seek re-election 
and Tom Green a local realtor has 
thrown his name into the race for the 
three council seats to be decided in the 
spring vote. 


H R Haldeman, along with close to M0 
fellow convicts in F C I.’s camp, will 
have a week of freedom for Christmas, 
Warden Lawrence Grossman disclosed 
today. 
To be eligible for furlough, Grossman 
said, an inmate must have served six 
months and present “ no escape risk or 
threat to the community ” 
H ald em an’s furlough w ill be 
December 21 to 27 He entered F.C.I on 
June 21 
Grossman said the reason Haldeman 
gets his furlough, which he applied for 
about a month ago, is “ the need to main­ 
tain and strengthen family ties,” the 
same reason why other prisoners get 
time on the outside 


During his nearly six months at F.C.I., 
Haldeman has worked in the sewage 
plant and on a book about Watergate, 
which he was found guilty in January 
1975 of covering up 
According to one prison official, 
Haldeman has told F.C.I staff his book 
will be published in January. Haldeman 
has not yet publicly announced his com­ 
pletion of the book; he has refused all 
requests for interviews 
Warden Grossman said Haldeman 
probably will not get another furlough 
for at least three months He comes up 
for parole in June 


County split proponents' 
m eeting draws small crowd

An organizational effort by county 
split proponents Citizens for Responsive 
Government turned out only a handful of 
local persons Wednesday despite an ex­ 
tensive publicity effort. 
An estimated 50 persons including 
some from Santa M aria. O rcutt, 
Buellton and Santa Barbara, were scat­ 
tered in the emptiness of Lompoc 
Theater when Judith L Horst, executive 
director of the new organization opened 
the meeting at 7:15 p m 
On the speakers platform with Horst 
were Hilary Burke, one of the original 
proponents of the county split and the 
wife of a Santa Maria city councilman; 
Carolyn Schultz of Lompoc, and trucking 
executive George Smith of Santa Maria, 
reputed prime mover behind the move­ 
ment to split the county in two at 
Gaviota 
Horst described the projected role of 
the new citizens group in fostering the 
county split, then she appealed for split 
proponents to serve as chairpersons of 
grassroots groups; and finally made a 
pitch for donations to defray the $50 cost 
of renting the theater 


Before the latter action, a number of 
individuals were encouraged to voice 
their views of the county split question 
Alberta Morgan of Lompoc spoke at 
some length to outline her own long 
standing support 
Margo Gaetz, who described herself as 
a Santa Barbara City College student 
bent on doing a research paper on the 
split campaign, said she had tried in vain 
to get a copy of the original feasibility 
study by the Santa Maria Chamber of 
Commerce, and wanted to know the 
reason for the problem 
Horst said she had similar problems 
trying to get a copy of the county's 
feasibility study 
A parade of other speakers spoke 
briefly, all of them supporting the split 
Smith said the new organization hoped 
to raise about $10,000 to finance the cam- 
paign through the release of the 
feasibility report by the County Forma­ 
tion Review Commission, and added, “ if 
we get a good report from the commis­ 
sion. we'll need to raise larger sums " 
(To finance the campaign up to an elec­ 
tion. which proponents hope will come in 
November rather than in June as 
originally projected )

Egypt today delayed pre-Geneva 
peace consultations in Cairo and rolled 
back on plans to invite independent West 
Bank Palestinians, in apparent hopes 
Arab hardliners would abandon a vow to 
boycott the parley. 
Leaders of the hardline Arab nations 
themselves arrived in Tripoli, Libya, to­ 
day for a meeting aimed at galvanizing 
their opposition to the Sadat-called con­ 
ference 
Acting Foreign Minister Butros Ghali 
told reporters no firm date had been set 
for the milestone Cairo conference, 
which was to group Israel, its chief Arab 
adversaries and the two superpowers as 
early as this weekend. 
But he said a new target date had been 
set for mid-December, although no 
specific date had been set 
Ghali did not say what had prompted 
the decision to push back the con­ 
ference’s target date, but the move came 
less than 24 hours after President Carter 
mentioned mid-December as a possible 
date in a news conference in Washington. 
The Soviet Union, followed by Syria, 
rejected Sadat’s call for the pre-Geneva 
meeting but Israel, the United States and 
U N. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim 
have agreed to send representatives. 
Ghali denied earlier reports that Cairo 


had invited Palestinians not affiliated 
with the Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion to participate in the planned talks. 
“ No decision has been reached yet,” 
he was quoted as saying by the semi­ 
official Egyptian Middle East News 
Agency. 
When Sadat first called the Cairo 
meeting, it was to have started as early 
as this Saturday. Egyptian officials then 
spoke of next week and Ghali today put 
the time back to sometime in mid- 
December 
Diplomats in Cairo said the postpone­ 
ment was to permit the Arab rejection 
group to change their minds. Israeli 
state radio said President Carter asked 
for the delay to get the United States 
back into the Middle East picture. 
Moscow saw it as a ploy to permit Sadat 
to work out a settlement with Israel. 
Arab nations opposing the Cairo 
meeting called their own “ counter­ 
conference” today in Tripoli — Iraq, the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
Syria, Algeria and Marxist South 
Yemen In doing so Iraq gave up its own 
call for a meeting in Baghdad and the 
PLO denounced Sadat as a “ traitor.” 
In Amman, King Hussein of Jordan 
told a news conference Sadat’s trip to 
Israel had set back efforts to obtain a 
comprehensive Middle East settlement 


and said he would not follow Sadat’s ex­ 
ample by going to Israel himself. 
“ We were close to arranging some sort 
of an Arab meeting to prépaie for a 
Geneva conference but the Sadat visit 
delayed all of this,” he said 
Hussein repeated Jordan's position 
that it would not accept an invitation to 
preparatory talks in Cairo for a Geneva 
Middle East peace conference unless 
“ other Arab confrontation states’ at­ 
tended. 
Acting Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Butros Ghali told reporters in Cairo the 
Egyptian-initiated preparatory Middle 
East peace talks will be held in mid- 
December but that the exact date has yet 
to be set 
Ghali told reporters the date cannot be 
fixed until Egypt has received official 
replies from all the parties invited to the 
talks 
Syria and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization have publicly rejected the 
invitation, but Ghali said Egypt is still 
waiting for their official replies as well 
as that of Lebanon 


Asked whether he thought Syria and 
the PLO might have a change of heart, 
he said “ So long as I have not received 
their official replies, I believe there is 
still a chance for them to participate

Consideration is already be­ 
ing given to the idea of having a 
peak labor force of some 1,500 
persons transported by buses 
or even by train — to the 
proposed isolated Point Concep­ 
tion area site for a liquefied 
natural gas facility. Western 
LNG Terminal Co 
officials 
have informed the County Plan­ 
ning Commission 
The 209-acre site some 34 
miles east of Point Conception 
is crossed by the Southern 
Pacific Co tracks now speeding 
AMTRAK passenger trains and 
SP freights along the main 
coastal route, declared A1 
Pizano, district manager of 
Southern California Gas Co.. on 
behalf of the applicant. Western 
LNG Terminal Associates 
Pi/ano, who with W L Brown 
Jr . the supervisor of facilities 
design for the plant gave an in­ 
form ational 
talk on 
the 
proposed $551-million project 
before the commission, men­ 
tioned the bus and train tran­ 
sport facilities in the interests 
of Solvang traffic problems 


C o m m is s io n e rs 
a lso 
reminded Pizano that elimina­ 
tion of up to about 1.500 car 
trips a day along reconstructed 
roads leading into the site 
would also help curb air pollu­ 
tion that could easily result if 
workers drove back and forth 
But Brown also informed the 
commission that union workers 
as required for the project 
would have to be paid extra for 
travel time if transported back 
and forth by the company,

Western LNG Terminal As­ 
sociates. a creation of Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. and 
Pacific Lighting Corp , has ap­ 
plied to the county and state for 
permits to operate the Point 
Conception area facility, and 
headway was given this move 
with passage of SB 1081, which 
calls for full speed ahead in 
state selection of a site in an 
“ isolated’’ area such as the 
county coastal site.

Strong opposition from 
neighboring ranchers and 
farmers to a proposal by Vernal 
Meadows to split up property 
between Buellton and Lompoc, 
north of State Route 246. in 
three 10-acre ranchette-type 
lots and a larger parcel, caused 
the Countv Planning Commis­ 
sion Wednesday to vote un­ 
animously against the plan 
Meadows and a number of

Force” was increased from 29 
to 40 investigators, detectives 
revealed they had witnesses 
hypnotized to obtain an impor 
tant description ami a move 
was under wav in the city 
government to offer ,t reward 
for the killer 
The slayings were ilubtHxl the 


“ hillside stranglings” by police 
because most of the bodies 
were found within a 5-mile 
radius in a hilly area of 
northeastern Los Ángeles, the 
city of Glendale and some 
smaller communities 
Previously, detectives of the 
task force — Glendale and Los 
Angeles city police and the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s office 
had listed 13 killings as pos­ 
sibly, but not necessarily, 
related 
The focus sharpened Wednes­ 
day when the task force chief, 
Los Angeles police U 
Fd 
Henderson 
said investigators 
eliminated three 
k i l l i n g s but 


linked the other 10. 
“ We feel these crimes were 
probably committed by the 
same suspect or suspects," he 
said. "W e’re not definitely sure 
about it, but the similarities 
make us believe there’s a con­ 
nection." 
He said the similarities in­ 
clude how the victims were 
molested and strangled, which 
police have not made public in 
order to reduce the possibility 
of "copy-cat killings," false 
confessions by mental cases 
and other confusion 
Henderson said police 
suspect there may be two 
xttaiiglers working as a team 


because two neighbors saw the 
latest victim, Lauren Wagner 
18. being taken from her car to 
another auto by two men near 
her home Monday night. 
She was found nude and 
strangled Tuesday morning in 
the "hillside killings” zone 
about 15 miles awav 
Investigators revealed they 
had two persons hypnotized — a 
technique just beginning to 
catch on with Los Angeles 
detectives — to get more 
detailed descriptions of a man 
the two saw sitting in a car with 
one of the victims, Lissa 
Kastin, 21. shortly before she

Another Mother for Peace, 
which sponsored the news con­ 
ference. said it is starting a 
nationwide campaign to locate 
up to 200.000 military personnel 
and thousands of civilians who 
were near 192 atmospheric

The group said it wants to

Freese dismissed as “ a 
fascinating little story" Dum- 
mar’s tale that he gave a lift to 
an old man he found semicon­ 
scious and bleeding beside a 
desert road in 1968 The man 
claimed to be Hughes, Dummar 
says, and following Hughes’ 
death a mysterious courier ap­ 
peared at his gas station with a 
handwritten will naming him to 
inherit part of Hughes’ vast for­ 
tune 


Dummar, who originally pre­ 
tended to be surprised when the 
will was found on a desk in 
Mormon church headquarters 
in Salt Lake City, has since ad­ 
mitted he left it there 


Although Dummar says he 
was alone when he went there, 
the building receptionist, Iris 
Stanton, will testify that the 
envelop«* containing the will 
was brought into the building by 
a woman.

For her, it's exciting 


to teach them to read

As reading consultant for the Lompoc 
Unified School District, Eva Boyd, 233 
Amherst Place, is responsible for the 
district’s developmental, remedial and 
clinical reading programs, grades K-12. 
Children who are "developmental,” 
move right along through school making 
constant progress. 
Other children, due to maturational 
lag. specific learning disabilities or 
bilingual difficulties, need additional 
help as they learn to read, 
Helpful to all children, developmental 
or otherwise, is proving to be the 
Montessori Reading Program developed 
at El Camino School in both the Initial 
Teaching Alphabet (IT A ) and the 
traditional orthography. 
Mrs. Boyd helped develop the Montes­ 
sori reading materials under a grant 
from the ITA Foundation to produce a 
manipulative reading program combin­ 
ing the philosophies of the late Dr. Maria 
Montessori and Dr. Jean Piaget. 
(Philosophies of both Montessori and 
Piaget are based on their observations of 
children’s growth and the ways in which 
they gain knowledge.) 
Of the Montessori Reading Program, 
Mrs. Boyd says, ‘‘We’ve found it a useful 
tool with Spanish speaking children, to 
help them learn a basic vocabulary in 
English and as a beginning reading 
program." 


The ITA beginning reading program 
used in district schools began as a pilot 
program 11 years ago in Lompoc, and in 
the Bethlehem School District in Penn­ 
sylvania 
ITA has 44 characters (instead of the 
conventional 26): one symbol for one 
sound, which, Mrs. Boyd says, gives the 
ch ild 
con sistent 
sound-symbol 
relationships instead of the traditional 
orthography which can play tricks with a 
letter 


As, for instance, with the letter “ e" 
which has a different sound pronounced 
long, short, or silent and not heard at all. 
With the conventional alphabet, in 
spite of what may be an intense desire to 
learn, a child still has only 26 letters to 


represent the 40 or more English sounds. 
Of the ITA’s 44 symbols, though each 
represents only one sound, 24 are the 
traditional ones and 14 look like two 
familiar letters joined together. 
However, a districtwide survey last 
March showed that not all parents nor 
teachers in the district were happy with 
the ITA method of teaching reading. 
For those parents who wanted an alter­ 
native program for their children, the 
Random House Structured Reading 
program using the regular alphabet was 
made available. 
As for Mrs. Boyd, she thinks ITA is 
"one of the most fantastic ways to learn 
to read." 
District students taught with ITA do 
"exceptionally well," she says, in second 
and third grade testing when compared 
to students of similar socio-economic 
backgrounds in districts using other 
methods of teaching reading. 
ITA, Mrs. Boyd says, is 96 percent 
phonetically correct — which she 
believes actu a lly makes better 
"spellers.” 
But, for whatever reason, there still 
are children who need additional help. 
Afternoons, Mrs. Boyd is available as 
a consultant to all schools in the district. 
Each morning finds her at El Camino 
School teaching reading to children and 
providing the firm foundation they’ve 
somehow missed along the way. 
She also tries to offer help to all first 
grade students to get them off to a good 
start. 


In primary grades K-3 additional help 
also is furnished children with learning 
difficulties by the partially state-funded 
Miller-Unruh reading teachers. 
At grades 4, 5 and 6 the district offers 
services of the district-funded Charlie 
Brown Reading Group to help those 
children who need it. 


One section of the Charlie Brown 
Reading Group is located at Westwings 
School and draws students that need 
special help from the Village and VAFB 
schools 
The other section, at La Canada, helps 
students from the in-town schools 


At junior high and high school levels, 
district-funded clinical reading teachers 
are available to give students with 
reading difficulties or reading problems 
special services. 
Hapgood, Fillmore, E l Camino, La 
Canada, Clarence Ruth Elementary 
schools and Lompoc Junior High School 
all have federally funded Migrant 
Education Aides to help bilingual 
children learn to speak English and 
begin reading. 
State-funded resource teachers at each 
school also are available in reading and 
math for special programs. 
Some children with severe learning 
disabilities, however, need more help on 
a one-to-one basis than can be furnished 
within the regular school classroom. 
And these students are referred to 
such places as the private Santa Barbara 
Center for Educational Therapy, newly 
opened in Buellton, where just such ser­ 
vices are offered by executive director 
Marian Kirkbride and her staff. 
There’s another side to Eva Boyd. 
And that’s Eva Boyd, the wife of the 
Rev. Kenneth Boyd, pastor of First 
Presbyterian Church. 
And Eva Boyd, mother to Cheryl, 30; 
Margaret, 28; David, 26; and Janet, 16 — 
the only remaining offspring at home. 
Also in the home this year is “ Ooie” 
Manakit, Lompoc’s American Field Ser­ 
vice (A FS) student from Bangkok, 
Thailand. 
Mrs. Boyd helped Diane Clees and the 
Alpha Club organize the AFS Chapter in 
Lompoc in 1963, and the following year 
the Bovd family opened their home to the 
first exchange student, Graciela Anoitz 
of Montivideo, Uraguay with thorn they 
still keep in touch 
An avid sports fan, she also likes to 
sew and crochet. 
But, especially, she likes to see people 
learn to read 
"As an adult,” she says, brown eyes 
shining. " I think there’s nothing more 
exciting than getting a person to read 
because of the joy you see in someone’s 
eyes when suddenly things begin to click 
and they take off and begin to read up a 
storm!”

Reports 
given 
panel 


Recommendations of parks 
and recreation and land use 
subcommittees cf the Santa^ 
Ynez Valley Advisory Commit­ 
tee were presented to the 
parent group at a meeting in 
Solvang Tuesday night. 
In a report given by Mrs. 
Ruth Speraw, chairman of the 
parks and recreation subcom­ 
mittee, it was recommended 
that recreation facilities in the 
valley be designed primarily to 
serve local residents rather 
than attract out-of-towners. 
The subcommittee said, too 
that it felt that relatively un­ 
improved camping facilities 
are considered to be much 
more desirable than highly 
developed sites designed ex­ 
clusively for mobile homes and 
trailers and agreed that prime 
agricultural land zone for 
agriculture with high scenic 
and space value should not be 
utilizied for high intensity 
parks. 
Mrs 
Speraw’s committee 
also said that careful considera­ 
tion should be given to the types 
of gatherings and the number of 
people making reservations at 
Nojoqui Falls Park which the 
subcommittee described as "a 
fragile, natural scenic area.” 
The committee also said it 
felt that in the realm of large 
regional parks the needs of out- 
of-town visitors were well 
served by the facilities at Lake 
Cachuma 


The committee also recom­ 
mended the development of 
small equestrian parks for local 
use and expressed the opinion 
that it could not recommend 
any suitable sites for off-road 
vehicles in the area 


The land use subcommittee, 
v headed by Mrs Dorothy Brand, 
went over recommendations 
for park sites in Buellton and 
Solvang which had been ac­ 
cepted by the advisory commit­ 
tee last week 
These included designation of 
a 5-A-L parcel south of Highway 
246 directly west of the Avenue 
of Flags lying in the Santa Ynez 
River flood plan as a com­ 
munity park 


The group suggested explora­ 
tion as a possible neighborhood 
park site an area at the east end 
of Thumbelina Village between 
the development and Ballard 
Canyon Road 
Recom m ended was the 
removal of a designation of a 
large parcel west of the Avenue 
of Flags lying in the flood plain 
and north of Santa Rosa Road 
as a community park. 


Turning to Solvang, the sub­ 
com m ittee called for the 
designation of two sm all 
parcels east of Alisal Glen as 
neighborhood playground parks

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Be­ 
tween now and Christm as, 
children watching television 
will be barraged by toy com­ 
mercials 
That exposure will be a major 
factor in the more than $4 2 
billion parents and others play­ 
ing Santa Claus will spend on 
toys this year 
Critics of advertising aimed 
at children have become more 
vocal recently 
One is Mike 
Pertschuk. chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission 
Pertschuk says he does not 
know whether any advertising 
directed at two, three or four 
vear olds, for toys or anvthing 


else, is ever appropriate. 
Virginia Knauer. a private 
consultant to the Toy Manufac­ 
turers of America, disagrees. 
Mrs Knauer is former consum­ 
er adviser to both Presidents 
Nixon and Ford 
In an interview, she said she 
disagrees with those who think 
ads aimed at children are 
deceptive, and who say young­ 
sters aren't equipped to judge 
as well as their elders 
" I think children are con­ 
sumers.'' she said 
"When my 
children were growing up they 
didn't have television 
But I 
think children are consumers 
and. as consumers, they need 


information. 
“ Television is a fantastic 
source of information for kids. 
They learn a lot about the world 
out there ...” 
Mrs. Knauer said the toy in­ 
dustry is in a particularly con­ 
trolled position regarding 
advertising 
She said the in­ 
dustry clears its ads with the 
National 
Advertising Review 
Board before they are shown. 
The board was established by 
the Better Business Bureau to 
police the industry. 
“ AU I can say is, as far as the 
toy people are concerned, I 
don’t see how they could be 
more tied in than they are with

their advance clearance ... It 
would be a disaster in their 
short selling season if they got 
on the airwaves with an ad 
which had to be jerked off, 
which would be bad publicity. 
“ I think they lean over, they 
don’t want to deceive, and they 
want to protect themselves in a 
highly competitive market." 
One public interest group 
heavily involved in the controv­ 
ersy is Boston-based Action on 
Children’s Television. A re­ 
searcher there agreed that 
“ some ads are less exploitative 
than they once were.” 
But she said several prob­ 
lems still exist with the annual 
Christmas toy advertising blitz. 
” ... very often a toy will be 
advertised as part of several 
components that have to be 
bought separately. The Evel 
Knievel motorcycle currently 
being advertised is obviously no 
fun unless you also have the 
Evel Knievel doll, which the 
co m m ercial says is sold 
separately,” the researcher 
said. 
“ But our experience and that 
of most child psychologists is 
that children don’t understand 
that, because they see both toys 
in the same ad and assume if 
they get one they are getting 
both 
“ That’s unfair to the child 
and a little bit to the parent. 
But that same kind of thing hap­ 
pens again with dolls and so 
on.” 
ACT also said a survey two 
years ago showed it would cost 
$130 to buy all the toys pictured 
in one commercial And it feels 
toy commercials should be 
directed at parents, not chil­ 
dren 
The group also says some ads 
use “ trick photography” or 
otherwise present toys in situa­ 
tions not found in real life. 
Mrs Knauer. who has been 
touring toy factories recently, 
said she followed toys from the 
drawing board to model-making 
and decision-making 
“ What impressed me was the 
obviously vast amounts of 
money that went into quality 
control, and also their dedica­ 
tion to making a safe toy. And 
I ’ve also had the opportunity to 
watch behind one-way glass the 
actual testing of children with a 
toy. unsupervised, playing with 
it as several children play 
together with toys at home 
i'v e been impressed with 
this real feeling of working 
towards safety ” 
She said the industry is “ sub­ 
stantially in compliance” with 
a voluntary safety standard for 
toys. 
She said Pertschuk was 
quoted recently as saying toys 
often don't perform as well in 
the home as they do in the com­ 
mercial 


LONDON (U P I) - People 
once thought they were splin­ 
ters of stars, or congealed 
dewdrops. Always there has 
been something mystic about 
diamonds 
“ The diamond is more than 
just a beautiful stone,” says 
George G. Blakey in “ The 
Diamond,” a sparkling new 
book about a girl’s best friend 
To win them, it has been said, 
temples have been profaned, 
palaces looted, thrones torn to 
fragments, 
princes tortured, 
women stran g led , guests 
poisoned by their hosts and sl­ 
aves disembowled. 
This is the 500th anniversary 
of the diamond's best known 
use, in an engagement ring. The 
first such ring recorded was 
ordered by Archduke Max­ 
imilian of Austria for Princess 
Mary of Burgundy in 1477. 
In other eras diamonds were 
swallowed as curing medicine 
or as killing poison — powdered 
diamonds were Catherine di 
Medici’s favorite brew for un­ 
wanted guests. 
“ No more than 40 tons of dia­ 
monds have been excavated 
since the beginning of time,” 
Blakey says. 
Not all this tiny quantity is of 
flashing, 
transparent 
stones 
Some diamonds are pure black, 
like the 33.7-carat Amsterdam, 
which is “ completely opaque 
even when submitted to the 
strongest light.” 
Blakey’s delightful book is a 
mine of this kind of diamond 
lore It covers every glittering 
facet of the subject from dia­ 
mond mining to synthetic dia­ 
monds made in the laboratory. 
A diamond, as everyone 
knows, is the hardest and 
purest substance in nature. 
It is nothing but crystalized 
carbon — and carbon is one of 
the earth’s most common ele­ 
ments 
E v e ry diamond is 
millions of years old, forged in 
heat and pressure deep inside 
the earth. 
Yet people once “ believed 
that such marvelous stones 
were splinters of the stars,” 
Blakey writes. Ancient Greeks 
thought they were formed by 
lightning, and others said they 
were hardened dew 
“ Som e 
H in d u 
m in e rs 
believed that diamonds grew 
like onions, and that size and 
quality denoted age. The belief 
that diamonds are living, grow­ 
ing things is still held in some 
parts of India." 
Just the same, India's dia­ 
mond mines — the world’s first 
great source — were giving out 


by the early 1700s. “ By a 
strange coincidence,” dia­ 
monds were discovered at this 
time in Brazil, and just as 
B raz il’s deposits were ex­ 
hausted came the Great Dia­ 
mond Rush in South Africa. 
Not even the Klondike saw 
anything like it. It began in 1886 
when a 15-year-old Afrikaaner 
farm boy picked up a “ pretty 
stone” — a 21.5-carat yellow 
diamond later called the 
Eureka. It has not ended yet 
Today the former Belgian 
Congo, rather than South 
Africa, is the greatest producer 
among the world’s 17 diamond- 
mining countries. But most 
gem stones still come from 
South African mines. 
Blakey, with typical tho­ 
roughness, outlines the high- 
finance maneuvers by which 
the great diamond magnates 
Rhodes, Bamato and Oppen- 
heimer created the unique dia­ 
mond monopoly still main­ 
tained by De Beers Consolidat­ 
ed Mines. 
He describes how diamonds 
are cut and polished, how much 
of modern industry depends on 
industrial diamonds, how 
“ crime and diamonds have 
gone hand in hand since the 
first diamond was discovered ” 
But the romance of diamonds 
runs continuously through his 
lavish book, published by Pad­ 
dington Press. 
He tells tales of “ Diamond 
J i m ’’ 
B ra d y and his 31 
diamond-studded sets of cuff 
links, shirt studs and belt 
buckles. One set, each piece 
shaped like a railroad car. con­ 
tained 2,548 diamonds. 
“ Literally the most expen­ 
sive piece of jewelry in the 
world” was the 647-diamond 
necklace ordered by King Louis 
XV for his mistress, Madame 
du Barry, but never delivered 
“ Some 
historians," 
Blakey 
says, “ believe it sparked the 
French Revolution ” 
“ Nearly all the great dia­ 
monds have stories,” he says, 
although “ the legend of ill for­ 
tune attaches to remarkably 
few.” The great exception is 
the Hope, which inflicted bad 
luck upon its owners “ with 
monotonous regularity.” 


The oldest diamond known is 
the Koh-i-Noor ("Mountain of 
light"), first reported in 1304. 
When it was given to Queen Vic­ 
toria in 1850 she was “ positively 
disappointed” at its unflashy 
look — she had the 187-carat 
stone re-cut. 


The 3,106-carat Cullinan is the 
biggest diamond ever found All 
nine major gems cut from it — 
including the w orld’s two 
biggest cut diamonds — are 
now in the British crown jewels 
or owned by Britain’s royal 
family. 


Perhaps the most curious of 
diamond stories is the lamenta­ 
ble fate of the Carlotta 
This 33-carat stone, once 
owned by Emperor Maximilian 


of Mexico, eventually passed to 
a New York jeweler. In 1961 his 
daughter, thinking she heard 
burglars, hid the gem in a gar­ 
bage can — and forgot to 
retrieve it. 
The garbage men came the 
next morning, and the Carlotta 
diamond was never seen again

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Experts offer tips for 
fireproofing residences 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Fire is 
like the weather. Many people 
talk about it, but precariously 
few do anything about it, says 
Glen E. Jorgensen, whose com­ 
pany is a major source of home 
improvement financing. 
Sixty-two hundred persons 
died in fires last year, and 
property losses totaled more 
than $3.5-billion, said Jorgen­ 
sen, president of CIT Financial 
Services The company’s cur­ 
rent customer publication of­ 
fers these fire prevention tips: 
Make certain everyone in 
your home, including baby sit­ 
ters, knows the location of the 
nearest fire alarm box. Keep 
the phone numbers of the fire 
and police departments beside 
the telephone 


Plan escape routes from all 
parts of the house or apart­ 
ment. Tell everyone how to 
evacuate the building in case of 
fire 


Install at least two workable 
home fire extinguishers within 
easy reach Check them month­ 
ly to see they are fully charged 
Screen fireplaces. 
Store refuse in containers 


made from non-flammable 
material. 
Store flammable liquids in 
safety cans. 
Avoid multiple connections in 
wall outlets. 
Keep outside venting ducts 
clean 
Keep your basement, garage 
and other such areas free of 
combustible materials. 
Keep matches out of the 
reach of children 
Have your heating plant and 
chimneys cleaned and serviced 


annually. 
Check for and replace worn 
out or frayed electrical wiring. 
Use fire-retardant curtains 
and bedding. 
Consider installing a reliable 
fire or smoke detector system. 
Use fuses of the proper 
amperage for the circuits they 
protect. 
Clear away weeds, brush and 
other debris around the house. 
Keep a box of sand stored in a 
handy place to fight oil or gas 
fires. 
Greyhound bus line 
employees set vote 


SCOTTSDALE, Ariz 
(UPI) 
Some 14,000 Greyhound Lines 
drivers, mechanics and clerks 
will vote over the next 10 days 
on a tentative three-year wage 
agreement reached Wednes­ 
day 
The tentative agreement was 
accepted by the AFL-CIO 
Amalgamated Transit Union’s 
Greyhound Council during a 
four-hour session Wednesday 
evening 
Owen Jones, president of the 
council, said the union negotia­ 
tors “ voted to recommend to 
the membership that they ap­ 
prove Greyhound's final offer 
for a new contract to cover the 
period from Nov 1, 1977 to Oct. 
31. 1980 ” 


Jones and company officials 
declined to release details of 
the offer until a union vote is 
taken over the next week to 10 
days. 


The two sides had met almost 
daily with a federal mediator 
since the old contract expired 
Oct 31 Under that pact, most 
Greyhound workers averaged 
$6 21 per hour or 25 cents a 
mile. 


The union earlier voted by an 
overwhelming margin to reject 
the initial Greyhound offer that 
company officials said totaled 
$59 million and included a $300 
bonus, cost-of-living benefits

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Ballroom 
dancing 
comeback 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Live 
music for dancing seems to be 
making a comeback around the 
nation at the very moment that 
disco dancing is enjoying 
record popularity. 
When a patrician hotel like 
the St. Regis-Sheraton in­ 
troduces live dance music on a 
six-nights-a-week basis, as it 
did this month, the trend seems 
to have jelled. 
Live music has been a tradi­ 
tion never abandoned in some 
cities — Minneapolis, for in­ 
stance, boasts live music in 
nearly 50 bars, restaurants and 
ballrooms. But in most cities 
musicians have gradually been 
replaced by disc jockeys. 
“ There’s a definite move to 
reverse the dependence on can­ 
ned music and disco dancing,” 
said Michael M 
Schweiger, 
managing director of the St. 
Regis, as he showed off the 
newly redecorated King Cole 
Restaurant. A Peter Duchin 
combo of four musicians, in­ 
stead of fiddlers three, make 
merry there Monday through 
Saturday evenings after dinner. 
To make it more attractive, 
there is no service charge. 
"W e’re thinking about rein­ 
troducing tea dancing before 
dinner, too," Schweiger said of 
an experiment that already has 
been tried successfully one 
night a week by Hyatt chain 
hotels in Boston, Washington, 
New Orleans, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. “ I think there is 
an audience for it. We won’t 
know until we try." 
The tea dance, a fatality of 
World War II, was a pleasant 
bridge between the end of the 
work day and dinner when cou­ 
ples, fueled by Earl Gray or 
darjeeling, pretended to be 
Fred Astaire and Ginger 
Rogers. 
Whether or not live music 
eventually will edge out canned 
is not yet evident. All west 
coast Hilton hotels have live 
music for dancing The Shera­ 
ton New Orleans, which will 
open in 1979, will have a room 
for dancing to live music. The 
Century Plaza Hotel in Los 
Angeles has revived ballroom 
dancing in its Garden Room and 
discontinued its discotheque 
“ Due to apparent lack of pop­ 
ularity, we phased it out," ex­ 
plained Esm ail Lotfi, the 
Plaza's restaurateur 
In New York, discos have 
reached the saturation point 
and range from the chic Studio 
54 to the speakeasy-style ones 
near the lower Manhattan 
docks 


Post office's consumer 
advocate provides relief 


W ASHINGTO N (U PI) - 
From a reader in Illinois who 
returned a five-week-old cal­ 
culator to the manufacturer . 
"It was guaranteed for 90 
days. 
"We sent in a sales slip with 
it showing the date of purchase. 
They sent us a card a few days 
later telling us the calculator 
was out of warranty and (were) 
sending it C O D for the cost of 
the repairs ($6). 
"We would not pick it up 
because we didn't trust them 
We called them and told them 
we would not pay the C.O.D. 
They told us if we would pay the 
C.O.D. they would refund us the 
money. We told them we would 
not pay the C.O.D." 
The reader said nothing 
further has been heard from the 
company and the calculator is 
still at the post office. 


We asked Tom Chadwick, 
consumer advocate for the U.S. 
Postal Service, how he would 
handle such a complaint. He 
said he gets many letters with 
similar problems. 


Chadwick said he usually 
asks postal inspectors to check 
on the reputation of the com­ 
pany. If it has a good one, he 
said he would advise the con­ 
sumer to pay the money and ask 
for the refund. 
He also advised that you 
make sure before paying any 
money that you have the name 
and title of the person at the 
company who told you it would 
make the refund Pin the com­ 
pany down now. so it doesn’t 
come back with a "who told you 
that'’" later on 
You have an additional right 
because you used the mails to 
implement a warranty. If the 
company goes back on its word, 
you can take the case to inspec­ 
tors at your local post office. 
If they should determine 
fraud is involved, they can 
move against the firm If they 
decide it is more a case of mis­ 
representation, the Postal Ser­ 
vice’s consumer section may be 


able to do something about it in 
conjunction with the Justice 
Department. 
As the company involved in 
your complaint is well known, 
and we have received no 
similar complaints about it, our 
advice is pay the $6, then ask 
for the refund, citing the 
specific persons who promised 
it to you If that doesn’t work, 
get back to us or w rite 
Chadwick. 
His address for this and other 
mail problems is: Office of the 
Consumer Advocate, U.S. 
Postal Service, Washington, 
D C. 20260 
Chadwick has no legal 
authority to force anyone to do 
anything But he said he has 
been successful in resolving 90 
percent of the cases brought to 
his attention 
" It ’s usually a misunder­ 
standing in the vast majority of 
cases," he said.

Can we use any type of smoke 
detector?" 
Industry sources tell us 


“ false alarming" is no longer 
the problem it once was 
A greater danger of a false

A smoking fireplace can also 
set off an alarm, but the smoke 


has to be heavy, generally so 
heavy it would also annoy 
anyone in the room As you say 


your fireplaces are used con­ 
stantly. we presume they don’t 


smoke very much, and you 
should have no problem with a 
smoke detector

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Midge Costanza: speaks up at White House 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Margaret "Midge” Costanza 
daily ca tch es broadsides 
leveled at the White House by 
disgruntled outsiders. That’s 
part of her job. But now she is 
starting to find herself the 
target of insiders as well. 
Some say she is too outspok­ 
en in her role as presidential as­ 
sistant for public liaison — an 
office which deals with anyone 
from the public who has a 
gripe. Her goal is to convince 
them that the government 


Persistence pays

cares. 
Midge Costanza — who 
turned 45 on Nov. 28 — con­ 
siders herself as "a loudmouth, 
pushy broad” who must keep 
the president from becoming 
isolated. 
She doesn’t particularly like 
controversy — “I don’t look for 
it” — but she does not shy away 
either. In her brief tenure the 
White House has listened to the 
typical groups, such as ad­ 
vocates and opponents of equal 
rights for women and abortion. 
She added groups who were 
ignored in the past, such as gay 
rights activists. She allowed a 
vegetarian group to host a 
meatless meal at the White 
House, angering cattle raisers. 
"Anything that is worth 
changing in this nation is con­ 
troversial,” she says. “If you 
don’t take a stand for anything, 
then who are you? N ot 
everybody has to agree with 
me, but you’ve got to stand for 
something.” 
Her parents immigrated 
from Sicily and opened a 
sausage business in Rochester, 
N Y. Their daughter’s first 


taste of politics came in hirfi 
school, where she was elected 
student vice president as a 
junior. The bitter side came the 
next year when she ran for 
class president and lost — to a 
boy she had dated. 
In 1973, Ms Costanza became 
the first woman elected to the 
City Council in Rochester, 
N Y., and was chosen by 
colleagues as vice mayor — a 
ceremonial post in a com­ 
munity with a city manager 
form of government. 
Her first contact with Jimmy 
Carter came in 1974 when the 
Georgia governor campaigned 
for her unsuccessful bid to win 
a congressional seat in western 
New York. 
The next year she repaid the 
political debt, becoming the 
first New York Democrat with 
an official sounding title to en­ 
dorse the unknown Georgian. 
Now, she literally has the 
closest office to Carter in the 
West Wing of the White House. 
Aside from physical presence, 
however, there is a question 
about her sphere of influence. 
Some White House aides 


describe her as having the least 
access to the president of any 
senior staff members. 
She insists the relationship 
with Carter is a good one, call­ 
ing him "my best friend in the 
whole world.” However, when 
the president recently invited 
all of his senior staff members 
and their families to join him at 
Camp David, she was not in­ 
cluded. 
The slender presidential as­ 
sistant stands a shade over five 
feet, with short, jet black hair 
that accents facial features 
which make her Italian herit­ 
age clear. 
She wrinkles her forehead as 
she talks, often in staccato 
sentences. Her large eyeglasses 
— shaped like a pair of twin cir­ 
cles — are often taken off and 
pointed to her listener as she 
drives home a point. 
There are two areas that 
stand out in trying to search for 
reasons why Midge Costanza 
has problems. First, she public­ 
ly challenged Carter's anti­ 
abortion stand to the point of 
organizing internal opposition. 
Washington, accustomed to un­ 


questioning support of presiden­ 
tial decisions by White House 
staffers, was aghast. 
Second, she was the only 
White House aide to suggest 
that Bert Lance resign as 
budget director — a view not 
popular with the "good ole 
boys” of the so-called "Georgia 
Mafia.” 
"One of the things that’s very 
important to me is that when I 
leave — whether that be in four 
years or eight years, that’s up 
to the president — I want to 
leave knowing who I am,” she 
said as she sat in her office 
amid stacks of paper. 


"I can’t keep changing to 
please a lot of people,” she 
said. “I’ll never recognize 


myself if I did that. I have to be 
me.” 
"I am responsible for what I 
think,” she says with a deter­ 
mined expression on her face. 
"If I wish to express what I 
think on any given question 
that’s given to me, I don’t stop 
and consider why aren’t my 
colleagues saying this.” 


Ms Costanza is aware that 
her White House colleagues are 
aiming barbs at her: "I have 
heard that they are but no one 
has bothered to tell me about 
it.” 


Then the tough exterior gives 
a hint of breaking down. There 
is moisture in the eyes, but dis­ 
cipline refuses to permit tears 


"I work for the president, not 
the junior staff m em bers They 
have a right to their opinion ... I 
don't have much use for people 
w ho 
th ro u g h a n o n y m ity 
criticize others.” 


She is convinced that the un­ 
kind words do not come from 
fellow senior staff members. 
Her loyalty allows for no doubt 
that the comments come from 
"little m inds” that seek power 
from below. 


The composure was back. She 
could be back campaigning on 
New York City’s tough street 
c o rn ers, or in F lo rid a or 
California, as she did. 


"By God, when you m eet me, 
like me or not, you better know 
it’s based on reality,” she said 
with a renewed determination 
"I've either given you a real 
reason to like me, or a real 
reason not to like m e, but 
there’s no in betw een.”

HYATTSVILLE. Md. (UPI)

holiday decorations made with 
dried pine cones, nuts and seed 
pods gathered outdoors. 
They can harbor insects and 
other unwelcome small animal 
life.

itation poinsettia. 


Directions also are included 
for using a live Christmas tree 
indoors, then transplanting it 
outdoors.

tio n s a b o u t c o m p a ra tiv e 
m easures. 
Levitt, an epileptic who lives 
on Social Security benefits, said 
he would try to compile more 
records. A w eather service 
spokesman said records could 
be duplicated at 20 cents a page 
and a few item s could be given 
him free

Beverly Hills, the American Dream. 
Filets on every broiler and a Rolls- 
Royce in every garage The creme de la 
creme of the creme de la creme live in 
Beverly Hills, so one wouldn’t think 
Beverly Hills High (a Corvette in every 
student parking space) would be a foot­ 
ball powerhouse Think again. 
The Normans (even the nickname 
sounds expensive) have been at the top 
or near the top of the Ocean League for 
years and Friday will try and outmuscle 
the Lompoc Braves for a spot in the 
finals of the Northwestern Conference. 
Oddly enough the game will not be 
played on the Normans’ home turf but at 
Inglewood High's Sentinel Field 
The reason — there are no lights at 
Beverly Hills High to accommodate the 8 
p.m. starting time.

Crouch is human —

stated Braves’ head coach Mike Warren. 
Deeds, the left-handed passer from 
San Luis Obispo, battled Crouch in the 
first round of the Northwestern playoffs

Crouch has a trio of talented receivers 
lead bv Kevin Bell. 
Bell hauled in 41 passes for 680 yards

He looks like he is 
a better scrambler but he likes to hang in 
the pocket and steps up.” Warren said

The power of union leaders 
was challenged this week by 
leaders of the Machinists 
Union local in Sunnyvale in the 
Lockheed Missiles and Space 
Co. contract negotiations. 
Sunnyvale local leaders 
allowed their members to vote 
on a new three-year contract 
offered by Lockheed as their 
“ final” offer in a strike situa­ 
tion that started nearly a 
month ago. 


The local members ratified 
the pact by an overwhelming 
margin and more than 4,000 of 
the 4,500 members reported 
for work Monday. 


However, the Machinists 
Union international leaders 
declared that the Sunnyvale 
local had no legal authority to 
approve the contract and 
therefore the contract is void. 
The local leaders were 


suspended and are now un­ 
dergoing a hearing to deter­ 
mine whether or not a trial 
committee will hear formal 
charges. 
The “ sin” of the Sunnyvale 
local leaders was simply 
allowing their rank and file 
membership to decide for 
themselves whether or not 
they had a good contract. They 
overwhelmingly thought so, 
voted and went back to work. 
There are 13,000 other 
Lockheed employees 
in 
Southern California who were 
never offered the opportunity 
to determine whether or not 
they were being offered a good 
contract. Leaders there made 
the determination it was not 
even good enough for them to 
see, let alone vote on it. 
Union strength rests with 
union leaders, not with rank 
and file.

WASHINGTON—There may be more 
grim news for coffee, tea and cola 
drinkers, who have already been warned 
that saccharin may kill as it sweetens.

There are an es­ 
tim ated 75 to 100 
milligrams of caffeine in a cup of coffee, 
45 in a can of cola. 30 in a cup of tea, and 
20 in a one-ounce chocolate bar Only last 
September a University of Illinois team 
found that too much caffeine could cause 
birth complications 
Of 16 pregnant women who drank six to 
eight cups of coffee per day, all but one 
had nastv consequences 
Eight of the 
women spontaneously aborted; five 
babies were born dead; two babies were 
premature but survived. 
This sampling was so small, however, 
that its danger signal was played down 
But now another team of scientists, this 
one at the University of Washington, has 
come up with corroborative findings 
This project, under Dr 
Ann Streis- 
sguth. began as a study of the effect of 
alcohol consumption upon pregnancies 
For added enlightenment, the scientists 
studied 105 excessive caffeine drinkers 
as well Their babies were carefully ex­ 
amined within two days after birth 
Dr Streissguth insisted her findings 
are “ preliminary" and begged us not to 
print them We believe pregnant women 
should be alerted at once, however, that 
caffeine may affect the health of their 
unborn babies 
We have learned that Dr Streissguth 
has submitted a frightening confidential 
abstract to the National Drug Abuse 
Conference, which will meet in Seattle 
next spring Her researchers carefully 
balanced the caffeine drinkers against a 
"control group." thus isolating the ef­ 
fects of caffeine from other factors such 
as alcohol and medication 
The data was then computerized 
Without question, the prelim inary 
findings show that caffeine has "bad" ef­ 
fects on some infants The study deter­ 
mined that "higher levels" of reduced 
muscle tone and lowered activity oc­ 
curred in babies of women drinking eight 
or more cups of coffee daily. 
No birth defects from caffeine were 
actually authenticated It will also take 
additional 
research 
to determine 
whether excessive caffeine drinkers suf­ 
fered more miscarriages and spon­ 
taneous abortions 
In four years, the 
babies will be checked again to see 
whether the bad effects are permanent 
Animal tests have also revealed the 
caffeine dangers The most dramatic is a 
Food and Drug Administration study, not 
vet released to the public, which will 
show marked "degeneration of testes” 
in rats exposed to high levels of caffeine 
Some rats lost sperm production and suf­ 
fered atrophy of the reproductive 
organs after the human equivalent of 50 
cups of coffee a day. 
The ('enter for Science in the Public 
Interest, meanwhile, is prodding both 
the Food and Drug Administration and 
the Health. Education and Welfare 
Department to act An estimated two 
million women in the pregnancy ages 
drink at least six cups of coffee a day

The destruction occurred despite a 
warning from the Justice Department to 
all government agencies to preserve 
their assassination files. 


We have been unable to locate anyone 
in the Pentagon who knows what the files 
contained Officials speculate that the 
material may have come from the F B I 
and, subsequently, may have been 
deleted for some reason by the FB I. But 
there is no way to assess their impor­ 
tance 


We have uncovered only veiled 
reference to the missing files In an ob­ 
scure Pentagon microfilm drawer, for 
example, there are notations that files 
once existed which exist no longer. 
One mysterious undated entry tells of 
a file labeled "Assassanate (sic) Presi­ 
dent United States" and numbered 24C- 
015 It was set up bv the Air Force’s Of­ 
fice of Special Investigations 


The Army once had two files on the 
case, both listed under "Assassination 
President John F Kennedy " One was 
numbered 7.A 013685 the other ZB 500928 
The indefatigable assassinations ex­ 
pert Harold Weisberg believes the miss­ 
ing files may have included a report by 
an Army intelligence agent, named 
James Powell, who was near the assas­ 
sination scene when Kennedy was killed 


Another possibility: they may deal 
with a proposal, never carried out, to 
close the border with Mexico Or, of 
course, the lost files may be totally in­ 
consequential. 
The Defense Department is frankly 
befuddled both as to what the files con­ 
tained and why they were destroyed 


Footnote Other Pentagon files on the 
assassination, such as the military data 
on presumed assassin Lee Harvey 
O sw a ld 's M a rin e c a r e e r , w ere 
preserved

Despite that aura of 
omnipotence, 
however, 
individual 
members of the com­ 
mission have proved 
many times over that

They bristle when they 
feel hurt; they exhibit varying shades of 
patience under stress: and they like to be 
appreciated 
Tuesdav commission chairman John 
Flynn confessed that pressures of com­ 
mission work had marred his Thanksgiv­ 
ing holiday 
Earlier he had told his 
colleagues he had spent about 30 hours or 
more the previous week doing some 
research on the county's retirement 
system, in line with commission needs. 
Now he added a little color, noting that 
the work had upset his stomach and 
prevented him from enjoying his 
family’s turkey dinner. 
Commissioner Helen Pedotti. who had 
her own interest in the county’s retire­ 
ment system, declared she had done her 
research on the same subject and also 
squeezed in some holiday festivities with 
her family Then she added that part of 
the secret of her own handling of the mix 
of work and family may have been "a 
bottle of brandy " that was passed around 
the dining room 
Tuesday’s meeting in Lompoc Library 
was the eighth if my figures are correct 
There have also been a few executive 
sessions and many communications by 
telephone and bv mail Despite all that 
contact, however the individual com­ 
missioners are just as warv of one 
another todav. just as jealous of their in­ 
dividual prerogatives as thev were at the 
outset Observers who have waited for 
the commission to mellow into a form of 
mutual admiration society, have been 
disappointed 
When Flynn, for example, and Pedotti 
found themselves doing research on the 
same subject — county retirement 


system — they didn't back down. Flynn 
maintained his contention that everyone 
was aware that he had announced he 
would do the work, and declared: " I 
want to correct you, Mrs. Pedotti.” But 
Pedotti insisted Flynn had asked her to 
do the work And that’s where the matter 
ended 
Commissioner W 
Mark Durley has 
been one of the quieter members on the 
commission, but Tuesday, he was ada­ 
mant in his criticism of the length of a 
letter written by Dr 
John Kay and 
Pedotti and adressed to Gov. Brown "It 
appears to me it’s a very long letter. I ’m 
a short letter fan I want to know why it 
had to be so long ” 
Non plussed, Kay fished out Durley’s 
motion on the question and the additional 
comments bv Kav at that time. The 
rereading clearlv showed that the word. 
deta'1 was i^rluded. a fact that Kay had 
take,4 31 fac* value when he composed 
the letter 
Actually the commissioners were im­ 
pressed with the scholarly character of 
Kay’s letter, which sets forth a request 
for an additional 90 days for the commis­ 
sion to complete its work 
Durley also surprised some by his 
revelation that he was angry with the 


county department that he had ap­ 
proached for population figures. He said 
he was going back to the department and 
ask them why they had given him less in­ 
formation on population breakdowns 
than was available Durley came to that 
conclusion after hearing audience 
member, Alberta Morgan tick off pop­ 
ulation figures far more detailed than 
Durley’s. 
As the commissioners were packing up 
their papers at conclusion of the meeting 
Tuesday, Flynn asked this reporter, 
"Where’s there a good restaurant in 
L o m p o c ?

Judith L Horst, the newly hired ad­ 
ministrative director of the Citizens for 
Responsive Government, proponents of

MOUNTAIN V IEW , Calif. - Going 
forward here at the Ames Space 
Research Center is the beginning of an 
experiment that can have the most 
momentous consequences for mankind. 
It is the search for extraterrestrial in­ 
telligence (SET1) across the vast, the 
almost inconceivable, 
distances of the galaxy 
of the Milky Way of 
which the planet 
E a rth is a sm all 
nodule 
The 16 distinguished 
scientists from around 
the 
n a tio n 
who 
prepared the carefully 
documented 276-page 
case for pursuing 
SET I are convinced 
th at 
am ong 
the 
millions of planets in 
the galaxy are many that have reached a 
level of intelligence at least as high as 
that of Earth and possibly far advanced. 
But how to reach them? 
Since the prospect was first seriously 
held out in 1959 by Philip Morrison, a dis­ 
tinguished physicist of the M as­ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, many 
possible ways have been appraised 
Sending a manned space capsule to a 
planet light years away is obviously im­ 
possible 
with present 
knowledge. 
Granted a continuing increase in know­ 
how the time might be reduced to 100 to 
200 years for such a journey which is 
hardly practical particularly since the 
power required would be roughly 
equivalent to the entire U.S. power con­ 
sumption for a year. 
The scientists concluded that the best 
approach was to set up a listening 
system to pick up what would inevitably 
be faint signals from outer space. This 
would be preferable to sending radio 
signals at random into the galaxy. 
A dish-shaped radio telescope on 
Puerto Rico, the largest of its kind, could 
pick up signals from the nearest planets 
in the galaxy That is the present hope of 
John Billingham, one of the directors of 
the Ames Center which is part of the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration 
But the project envisions far more 
than that At least 250 far more powerful 
radio telescopes would be built around a 
receiver to register possible signals 
from the heart of the galaxy. This would 
cost not less than a billion dollars and 


perhaps considerably more. 
Beyond that is the prospect of an 
antenna as big as a football field 
positioned in space This would escape 
radio interference from earth. Ever- 
increasing radio chatter from a variety 
of sources leaves one comparatively 
quiet hole in the spectrum through which 
space signals might pass. 
Since this is bound to cost large sums 
of money, Congress will ask why we 
should bother about intelligence that 
may or may not exist so far beyond our 
human ken After all. the numbers of the 
planets in the universe, some of them 12 
billion years old as against the four 
billion years of our solar system, are 
said to be equal to the grains of sand on 
all the beaches on America's shoreline 
The reasons Billingham gives begin 
with the thrill of science and research 
within a man's capability Why climb 
Mount Everest? Because it’s there 
More important it may be possible to 
establish communication with a planet 
far older than Earth that has had a 
society in existence for thousands of 
years That society will long since have 
passed through our present phase of in­ 
stability and we can learn from it lessons 
of longevity and the triumph over forces 
of unreason and destruction 
Those forces cannot be discounted. In 
the pessimistic view we are on the way 
to destroying Earth. Pollution, over­ 
population, the exhaustion of natural 
resources and, as if this were not 
enough, the threat of nuclear war ever 
present with the potential of destruction 
of all civilized life 
The men at work on this project are by 
no means far-out scientists and 
dreamers 
Among those who drew up the 
prospectus for SET I is Bernard Oliver, 
director of research and a member of the 
board of directors of Hewlett-Packard, 
the fantastically successful electronic- 
communications corporation in nearby 
Palo Alto. They are all serious men en­ 
dowed with creative imagination as well 
as the intricate discipline of science 
The Rev. Theodore M. Hesburgh, 
president of Notre Dame, wrote a 
foreward to the prospectus. As a 
theologian he says that the search for in­ 
telligence in the universe is also a search 
of knowing and understanding God 
through His works Finding others than 
ourselves would mean knowing Him bet­ 
ter
